Death of James J. Fogarty. 

Provipencr. R. I., Oct. 21—The sudden 
death of James J. Fogarty, of New York, 
at the Narragansett Hotel, to-day, came 
with a shock to his friends in this city. Mr. 
Fogarty was well known to the manufactur- 
ing jewelers’ in this city by reason of his 
connection with trade publications, and his 
present mission to Providence was for the 
purpose of securing advertisements for 
a publication in which he was interested. 

Mr. Fogarty had nearly completed his 
business here and was practically prepared 
to return to New York. He was stopping 
at the Narragansett, and on Sunday night 
was stricken with the illness which proved 
fatal. His wife arrived in this city, Fri- 
day, and was with him when he was taken 
ill. She immediately caused a physician to 
be summoned, but Mr. Fogarty was soon 
beyond all medical aid. Medical Examiner 
Perkins was summoned but decided that 
death was due to natural causes and that 
there was no ground for official action. He 
gave the body over to the man’s relatives. 
It is understood that the body, will be taken 
to New York. 

[he deceased was liked by very many 
members of the trade. He was a Mason, 
standing high in that order 


James J. Fogarty had been known in the 
jewelry trade of New York for the past 30 
or more years. About 24 years ago he 
started publishing “The Jewelers’ and 
Metal Workers’ Directory,” which he con- 
tinued up to the present day, ayd later in- 
augurated a number of pictorial advertising 
schemes for the jewelry trade. In the 
Summer of 1887, with John W. Senior, he 
started The Jewelers’ Review, a weekly 
journal devoted to the jewelry trade, with 
headquarters in the Astor House. Later he 
moved to 51 Maiden Lane and turned his 
paper into a daily, the first daily trade pa- 
per ever published, and continued it until 
1893. He then changed the paper back into 
weekly form and published it spasmodically, 
until he disposed of The Review and plant 
about three years ago. Since that time Mr. 
Fogarty has devoted his time to publishing 
his Jewelers’ Directory and had an office at 
176 Broadway. He had recently been en- 
gaged, also, in getting out a pictorial his- 
tory of the jewelry trade, under the auspices 
of the Jewelers’ Security Alliance, which 
work is about complete. None at Mr. 
Fogarty’s office had heard of his death when 
a CIRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter called, yes- 
terday morning, with the news, nor had they 
even heard that he was sick. Mr. Fogarty 
lived with his wife at 131 W. 112th St., and 
had no children.

Trunk of Jewelry Missing. 


Loss of a Trunk of Jeweiry of Martin, 
Copeland & Co. Causes Sensation. 


ProvipeNncr, R. [., Oct. 19.—The sensation 
of the week 1n jewelry circles was the pub 
lic announcement, through the press, of the 
disappearance of a sample trunk containing 
about $14,000 worth oi jewelry. That such 
a trunk was missing was recorded in last 
week's CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, but at the time 
that article was written, none of the de 
tails of the mysterious disappearance had 
been made public. 

Che trunk and its contents were the prop 
erty of Martin. Copeland & Co., of this 
city. E. W. Martin, of the firm, had pre- 
pared for a western trip and had ordered 
the trunk sent to Boston. This was on Sat- 
urday, Sept. 28. Mr. Martin was in Bos 
ton on the Monday following and was con 
siderably surprised to find that his trunk 
of samples, which was to have been deliv 
ered to D. C. Percival & Co., 373 Wash- 
ington St., that city, had not arrived. Sup 
posing there might have been some mistake, 
Mr. Martin at once wired the home office, 
only to find that the sample trunk had been 
shipped as instructed, the Earle & Prew Ex 
press Co. having taken charge of the valu 
able package in this city. 

Then a hunt for the missing trunk com 
menced, and, as yet, it has proved unavail 
ing. That :t has been stolen, together with 
its contents, seems now to be the general 
supposition, and it is upon this basis that the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union, whose detectives 
are at work on the case, are now working. 
At first it was thought the trunk might have 
been mis-shipped, that there might have 
been a tag upon it bearing an address other 
than that to which the chest was supposed 
to go, and that the receiving clerk had un 
intentionally shipped the trunk to some 
other city his supposition-was borne out 
by a rumor to the eftect that the missing 
articles had been found in Pittsburgh, but 
an investigation by Pinkerton detectives 
proved this rumor as false as many others 
which have since arisen 

The New York office of Martin, Cope 
land & Co. was at once notified of the loss 
and a rigorous search was instituted, but 10 
no purpos¢ The chest and the jewelry 
which it contained have disappeared as com 
pletely as though the earth has opened and 
received them, notwitl standing all the ef

Death of Frederick D. Steck. 

Frederick D. Steck, who for many years 
was well known to the retail and wholesale 
jewelry trade, died at the Rome (N. Y.) 
Hospital, Monday, in the 54th year of his 
age. Mr. Steck was at one time one of the 
most popular travelers among the jewelry 
jobbing houses, and was for 13 years with 
J. T. Scott & Co., New York, for whom he 
covered various territories, principally 
Pennsylvania, New York and Qhio. In 
1884, with William H. Payne, who had 
previously been with Joseph Fahys & Co., 
he formed the firm of William H. Payne 
& Co., who did a general jewelry jobbing 
business, with an office at 177 Broadway.

Mr. Steck did the traveling for his firm, 
but after their failure did but little business 
in the jewelry trade, except selling for a 
short time on commission. About the time 
he went into business his health began to 
fail and he had been ailing for the past 17 
years. Mr. Steck in his time was consid- 
ered one of the best salesmen in the trade, 
and was universally popular with his cus- 
tomers and his busincss associates in New 
York.

glory of Helmholtz’s achievement. They, as 
well as all other men of science, know that 
the fame of Helmholtz is safe for all time: 
and we are glad to be permitted in the mid 
century celebration of his discovery to do 
him honor each in our degree. But we owe 
it to ourselves that we honor him for the 
right cause and in a just and discriminating 
spirit. We want the celebrants of the 100th 
anniversary of the discovery of ophthalmo- 
scopy to know that we of the same genera 
tion as the master appreciated his transcen 
dent genius at its true value. 

As to what was original with Helmholtz 
in the discovery of ophthalmoscopy, Helm 
holtz has, himself, had something to say on 
the subject, and it would be well that we 
listen to him: 

“All that was original with me in the mat 
ter was that I went on to ask how optic 
images could be produced by the light com- 
ing back from the illuminated eye. All my 
predecessors had failed to put that question 
to themselves. had stopped in the 
middle of their way instead of going on to 
the end. As soon as I had answered that 
question I saw also how an ophthalmoscope 
took me only

could be constructed, and it 
two days to do it and successfully experi 
ment with the instrument. I say this to im 
press upon you how necessary and useful it 
is to go on to the end when investigating 
natural phenomena. You must not go half- 
way and then stand still or go back; you 
must finish your meditations, go to the end 
so that you may see clearly the full relation 
of the several phenomena to one another. 
Having followed the chain up link by link 
to the end; having traced the rays of light 
on their course from the flame into the eve 
of the observed, and shown what becomes 
of them when reflected, and how they can, 
by the interposition of proper lenses, be 
united on the retina of the observer, and 
thus give him a distinct view of the back- 
ground of the eye observed; that was the 
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solution of the problem; anu with that, gen 
tlemen, my story is told.” 

It cannot be claimed by even the most en 
thusiastic admirers of the genius of Helm 
holtz, that all his work is of equal value or

A brown patina can be produced in 
arious ways: a very commendable process 
in this regard being annealing, since with 
the use of a sufficiently large room a large 
number of articles can be taken in hand at 
one time and the coloring will be quite uni- 
But for a uniform coloring it is also 
necessary for all the articles treated to 
gether to be of one and the same alloy. If it 
is desired to patinate single small objects by 
annealing this can be accomplished immedi 
ately with the aid of a non-sooting flame 
(Bunsen gas burner or spirit lamp).

Cut Glass of a Century Ago. 


F course, when we mention cut glass of 
the year 1800 or thereabouts, we refer 
to British glass, says the Pottery Gazette, 
London. It is a compliment to our glass 
makers and glass cutters of that now remote 
period, that when the best type of glass and 
glass cutting is sought reference is made to 
their productions. This is true of other in- 
quirers after good glass besides ourselves. 
An American contemporary says: “In Eng- 
land, the popularity of old cut glass is being 
renewed, and this is a hint to American 
dealers who follow up the tastes of the 
upper set both here and abroad. This style 
of cut glass was originally very costly, and 
at the time of its popularity, 100 years ago, 
it was so high priced as to be confined to 
the homes of only the wealthiest people. 
Although it was made very strongly and 
was of a more durable character than the 
majority of that manufactured nowadays, 
there is nevertheless very little of it re- 
maining and the price put upon that in exist- 
ence is naturally very high. 

“This old cut glass was contemporaneous 
with Sheffield plate, dishes with covers to 
match and hot water below to keep them 
from growing cold while dinner was being 
served. The glass ware appeared later in 
the meal, about the third or fourth course. 
The various delicacies of cake and cream 
were served upon heavy cut glass dishes. 
Some of these had silver ornaments and 
were cut in the shape of flowers with crystal

Silver Gifts to Daniel Webster.

It is estimated that there is in Boston

The vase is regarded by experts as the finest 
piece of silver ever created in the State. 
It is beautifully decorated and chased in 
graceful designs. It weighs over 30 
pounds, stands 15 inches high, and is 21% 
inches across the top at the handles. It is 
now in the custody of the trustees of the 
Boston Puble Library. It is inscribed: 
To DanteL WEBSTER,

Beneath, the names of the makers, Jones, 
Low & Co., are inscribed.
